BaathistS were given almost half the 37 
ministerial posts with Coouminists, Socialist, 
unionists, Arab Socialist Union and Arab 
Sodalhis re taining their two seats eadt. The 
remaining jobs went to indq>endents. 

Dr. Kasm, a member of the newly-elected 
regional (Syrian) leadership of the Baath 
Party, has not previously held a ministerial 
post. 

Deputy Premier and Foreign Minister 
AbdiU-Halim Khaddam retained both his 
posts. 

Hae other two deputy premiers. Tamil 
Shaya and Fahmi Yousefi, were replaced by 
Abdul-Qader Qaddoura and Walid Ham- 
doun as deputy prenuers for eoononuc affairs 
and for services. 

Maj. General Mustafa Tlass and Ahmad 
Iskandar Ahmad retained the portfolios for 
defense and taformatioii respectively. 

Twenty ministers joined the cabinet for the 
first time, in addition to the two deputy pre- 
miers. 

Political sources described the new gov- 
ernment as “a technocrat govenunent for 
intend reform." It indud^ 18 qualified 
engineers or experts. 

Baath Party 
member and ardutect 

Kasm is a wealthy ardutect and urban 
studies sdiolar who h^ been a member of the 
ruling Baath Party for 30 years. 

He studied at Damascus Uhiversity and 
later in Istanbul, and received a Ph.D. in 
architecture and urban studies from Geneva . 
University in 1953. 

He progressed from professor of fine arts 
at Damascus University to head of the 
Axdiitecture and Urban Studies Department 
at the University’s School of Ovil En^neer- 
ing, then deputy head of the university. 

Last June he became mayor of Da ma scus. 

A visiting professor at Geneva since 1975, 
Kasm has received a number of architecture 
aw'ards from international bodies. 

He and his Swiss-Gennan-bom wife, her- 
self an engieer, have two children. Besides 
Arabic, Kasm speaks fluent English, French 
and Turkish.

Dixit said the duration and other 
details of Gromyko's proposed tour was not 
finalized. He will be the first ranking Kremlin 
env<^ to visit India after Prime Minister 
Indira Gandhi swept to power in a landslide 
elemion victory ibis month and the Dec. 27 
Soviet-badeed coup in Afghanistaq. 

Mis. Gandhi has already indicated support 
for Soviet assurances that they will pull out of 
Afghanbtan as Afghanistan asks the Soviet 
troths to leave. It was a line taken by the 
Indian ambassador at the United Nations 
durii^ the General Assembly debate on the 
Soviet action.

TEL AVIV, Jan. 15 (AP) — The first 
shipment of Israeli newspapers was sene to 
Cairo Ttiesday to go on sale in Egypt, another 
sign of normalization between Ae fonner 
enemies. 

Under the reciprocal agreement signed last 
month, the fint Egyptian papers and 
magazines were scheduled to reach Israeli 
I newsstands Wednesday morning. 

The English-language Jentailem Pair, 
which piiuted a spedal supplement to wel- 
come Egyptian readers, sent 1,0(X) copies to 
the border station at ^ Arish in the Sinai 
Desert, where the periodicals will be 
exchanged daily. 

Initi^y, the Post planned a regular Egyp- 
tian circulation of 250, while ^e Hebrew 
dailies each sent 30 copies across the border. 

The Israeli government-supported Arabic 
daily A/ ^aba also will be sidd in E^rpt, as 
well as the pro-Palestiaian al -Qads pub- 
lished in East Jerusalem. 

In what is daimed to be the first direct 
business contact between the countries, Tel 
Aviv’s Atlas Distribution Co. is cooperating 
in the enteipiise with the Osiris Office for 
Books and Reviews in Cairo. Full normaliza- 
tion of relations between the countries is set 
to begin Jan. 26. 

Two East Jerusalem new^apers whidi 
oppose the Israel-Egypt peace treaty and 
support Palestinian independence refused to 
take part in the exchange. 

“ We're against the normalization,'' said a 
staffer at the Arabic di^y Al-Fajr. “We 
didn’t want to take part in the camouflage of 
democracy because the Egyptian censors 
almost certainly wouldn't allow our paper tp 
sold there." 

An Atlas official said about 1 ,000 copies 
Egyptian periodicals, induding the Al - 
Ahntm andA/ -Aft/Mir newspaper and Octob^ 
magazine, would go on sale in Israel and the 
occupied West Bank and Gaza Strip. 

Mosbe Pinto, the Post 's drculation man-

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Cabinet raises rents

JEDDAH, Jan. IS — The Council of 
Minis ters announced Tuesday that rents for 
homes occupied during 1975 will be 
increased ten per cent. Homes occupied 
before 1975 will be raised IS per cent. 

The increases are retroactive to Dec. 21, 
1979, it added. 

A Jeddah landlord described the increases 
Tuesday as “fair to both the teuants and the 
landlords." 

He told Arab News that the dedsion 
safeguards the development of the housing 
industry. 

A real estate agent also told Arab News 
Tuesday that the increases will not hurt ten- 
ants who rented during 1975 “at extremely 
low rent.” 

He said that the cabinet dedsion affected 
five-year-old rents whidi now require exten- 
sive repair. 


“ Most of the increases will be spent for that 
purpose" he.added. 

Ihe agent also agreed that the increase wiD 
compensate for the relatively low rents whidi 
prevailed up to 1975. 

The agent said the government's move will 
encourage "us to continue investment in the 
housing sector." 

Real estate agents estimate that Jeddah 
alone has over 5,000 vacant apartments. He 
said that the recent construction boom 
caused the housing supply to exceed demand 
and rents started to dedine. 

He lauded the government' s decision as “a 
further incentive for land development." 

The government recently announced that 
future housing projects will consist of villas 
rather than apartments. 

The villas, instead of dustered apartments, 
are aimed at preserving traditions of the 
Saudi sodety, government offidals said.

Gold touches $700 an ounce 


■ LONDON, Jan. 15 (R). - The price of 
gold touched $ 7(X) an ounce for a brief 
moment on worid markets IXiesday as anxi- 
ety spread over the Afghanistan and Iranian 
crises. 

The recent worldwide rush for gold, whidi 
had seen a lull last week, regained momen- 
tum after uooonfinned rumors that So%'iet 
troops bad been gathering on the Afghan- 
Iranian frontier, dealers said. 

Political tensions over Iran and Afghanis- 
tan have spurred the dramatic rise of the gold 
price in recent weeks. 

Gold was fixed at the regular price-setting 
sessi on on the london bullion market at $ 
682.00 an ounce this moming, around $ 
18 JO above Memda/s London dose. 

The metal went on to be fixed on the Lon- 
don market Tuesday at a record $ 682 an 
ounce. 

In New York afterward, gold touched $ 
700 for a few moments before falling back to 
between $ 680 and $ 685. 

Speculators poured funds into bullion on 
what one London dealer described as “ a wild 
market." Since Dec. 31, gold has soared 


nearly S 150 an ounce. 

The U.S. dollar, meanwhile, remained 
largely on the sideline in mixed trad^. 

Gold jumped $ 25 a troy ounce in New 
York Mcmday to dose at a records 671, and 
when business opened in Hong Kong early 
Tuesday, the metal hit an all-time trading 
peak of $ 683.06 before dosing at S 655.1*^. 

Dealers described a frantic scramble for 
bullion with profit taldng late in the day. The 
metaTs previous all-time high was $ 674.54 
last Saturday iu Hoag Kong. 

Prices opened in London and Zurich at a 
median $ 664.50 and then advanced by 
mid-morning to a Zuridi trading record of $ 

678.50 and a London peak of $ 673.50. 

Previous highs in both centers were $ 

657.50 in Zuridi and $ 660 in Loudon on 
Monday. 

The London silver price rose to a record $ 
44 an ounce, from Monday'$dosing$41.50. 

“ It’s a continuing bull run on bullion," 
said a London dealer. “ Since it looked 
increasingly unlikely that gold would go 
below $ 600 last week, the market has gained 
a new momentum. "

Middle East News Agency reported. 

The police statement carried by the agency 
said that Aly Mostafa el-Maghiiby, one of the 
leaders of the radical Al Jihad Organization, 
was arrested in Alexandria on Sunday, after a 
gunfight with the police that left one officer 
dead and Ma^hriby himself wounded.

SAN SALVAOORi'EI &lvador, Jan. 15 
(Ageodes) — El Saivadoi^s ruling junta has 
bowed to the demands of a group of left-wing

Hie 50 leftist mOitants freed their six hos- 
tages. indudii^ the ambassadors to Panama 
and Costa Rica, and marched out of the 
embassy Monday night. 

The militants, members of the Popular 
Leagues of Fed. 2S, walked behind fli^ of 
Panama and their group, and chanted “The 
people will never be defeated” and ‘'Long 
live the Panamanian ambassador.” 

The government of El Salvador agreed to 
meet at least one of the group's demands by 
freeing seven league members arrested last 
month after a bloody clash with nadonal 
guardsmen. 

As the militants filed out of the embassy 
after their four day occupation, spokesman 
Guillemro Jose Carlos Argueta said that if 
anything happened to them or the freed pris- 
oners or any member of a popular movement 
“we will become more combative and viol- 
ent." 

T^he militaats were driven to the university 
of El Salvador in a large bus draped with the 
Panamanian flag and league banners. 

They met the seven released prisoners, led 


by the envoy to Panama, David Perez Ramos, 
at the university. 

He praised the ambassadors of Mexico and 
Venezuela for their “briUjaut" m ediating 
efforts that led to the release of the hostages. 
He said his life had never been threatened. 
“We were treated very decently,” he said. 

C(»ia Rica's envoy, Alejandro Alvarado, 
was freed about 45 minutes before the milit- 
'ants walked out. A female hpi^tage had been 
freed about ao hour earlier. 

The militants left the emba^ after Human

But that was the last contact with the guer- 
rilla group. 

The group had demanded publication of a 
lengthy political manifesto in 102 countries in 
65 languages and severance of d4>lomatic 
relations with South Africa and Chile as well 
as recognition of the PLO. 

There were no cash ransom demands. 

The El Salvador government cut off ties 
widt South Africa just hours after the kid- 
napping, but it said that move had been plan- 
ned long in advance. The government reftised 
the other demands and imposed a ban on 
publication of any guerrilla manifestos in El 
Salvador. 

Dunn's wife made several pleas for her 
husband's release or at least some contact 
from the guerrillas. The most recent appeal to 
the guerrillas on Jan. 4 said: “Uncerteiniy of 
not knowing when my husband is connng to 
me ... is going to Idll me.”

All the Soviet bloc countries have played, 
or are playing, some role in black 

Africa, ranging from suppl 3 npg arms to pro- 
viding military advisers or training young 
African officers in Europe. 

. As it has done in the past, Moscow sq^pears 
to have often used Its allies as sun'ogates in 
areas where' it prefers not to get direcnly 
involved. There are no offUaai ^ures for the 
amount of Commuiust militaiy aid to black 
Africa. According to a Polish disrident jour- 
nal published in mid-1973, total Soviet milit- 
ary aid to developiqg countries between 1971 
and 1977 came to over $ 15 billioa. 

There has also been growth in the East 
blod s economic relations with black Africa, 
where Communist states have found markets 
for goods they may have been unable to seD 
in Ae West, in exchange for predous taw 
materials.' 

However, East bloc trade with black Africa 
is still tiny, representing only ^lout one per 
cent of its total foreign trade. 

While the political and military efforts 
have dearly been coordinated, in the 
economic Geld there has been something of a 
free-for-all, with Communist allies some- 
times competing Erectly against eadi other. 

East Europe's relations with black Africa 
started picldog up durii^ the 1960^s as Bri- 
tain, France and Belgium were pulling out oi 
thdr African colonies. 

However, they really began moving in the 
1 970^ when Portugal pulled out of the conti- 
nent and liberation movements in southern; 
Africa became more conspicuous. 

In the past decade there have been fre- 
quent visits to black Africa by East bloc lead- 
ers, and in some cases these have resulted in 
the signing of treaties of cooperation and 
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friendship, preriously reserved for Commun- 
ist states. 

Hie most active East bloc country in Africa 
is East Germany, wtiidi has played a role 
second only to the Soviet Union dod built up 
the largest German presence in Africa since 
the collapse of the Kaiser's eomire in 1918. 

EasrGennan leader Erich Hmeckermade 
two Africa tours last year, in February and 
November, which produced 20-year- 
friendriiip treaties with Angola, Mozambi- 
que and Ethiopia. 

The treaty with the Mozambique govern- 
ment contains an explicit oulitaiy aid dause 
and officials have admitted privately that 
East German advisers have be^ sent to help 
transform the'FVelimo guerrilla forces into a 
regular national anny. 

East Germans siq>port for the govern- 
ment of Miengista Haile Miaiiam ater the 
1974 revolution in Ethiopia opened the door 
to a flood of East German advisers u4io now 
help train the security police and hold key 
pose in some ministries. 

Ifrom the scant ioformation available, it is 
kirowa that East GetDMity has sqjplied 7 JXM 


trucks to its African friends and millions of 
marks in aid. Western estimates put the total 
number of East German civilian and military 
advisers in Africa at 3.000 to 4.000. 

Fourteen brigades of the Communist Free 
German Youth, which provide the bulk of the 
East German advisers, are operating in eight 
African countries, including Congo- 
Brazzaville, Giunea-Bissau and the Cape 
Verde Islands. 

East Berlin's African polides have not 
always met with success. Honeckei's visit to 
Libya last February faOed to produce an 
expected friendship treaty, and gave little 
hc^ for a boost in trade, particularly Libyan 
oil in exdiange for ma^Loeiy. 

Hungary's relations with blade Africa have 
grownsteadity since 1973, mainly in the Geld 
of technical and sdentific cooperation. There 
are officially reported to be 600 highly 
trained Hungarian spedalisis workmg in 
Africa.

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BEHIND THE SOVIET VETO 


The United States representative at the United Nations was 
taken abadk by the Soviet representative's statement, to the 
effect that the sanctions demanded against Iran constituted an 
intervention in that country' s internal i^airs. The American 
representative retoaed that he would have understood the 
point bad it been made by other than the Soviet Union, whose 
troops have just overrun an independent country, Afghanis’ 
tan. 

The Soviet representative had to resort to some very convo- 
luted arguments to justify his opposition to the sanctions — an 
opposition sDong enough to merit the use of the Soviet veto. 
For that opposition had to be formulated in a way which 
prevents it b«ing understood as inq^iying agreement with the 
Iranian action over the occupation of the American embas^ 
and the detention of Americans within it as hostages. The 
Soviet Union, especially after its adventure in Afghanistan, is 
no doubt worried that its own embassy and diplomats mi^t 
meet the same fate. 

The motive behind the Soviet stand is quite transparent. 
The Soviet leadership wants to appear as the protector of the 
Third World againxt the threats of the West. But the Third 
WotIu roulri no 'orger he taker in hy such efforts. ^Vhat 
happened in Afghanistan showed that the Soviet Union does 
not hesitate to violate the independence of any Third World 
counb7, so long as this serves ^viet designs. For this reason, 
it was doubly shocking to see a number of Third World coun- 
tries, among them some Arab countries, condoning the Soviet 
act. 

Iran itself is far from taken in. Its Foreign Minister Sadek 
Gotbzadeh answered the Soviet Union by repeating his gov- 
ernment's denunciation of the Soviet action over Afghanistan, 
and by calling for the immediate withdrawal of Soviet troops 
from that country. Iran, with its common frontiers with both 
the Soviet Union and Afghanistan, is afraid that it or Pakistan 
might be next in line. This is why it watches the Soviets 
carefully, distinguishing between the honeyed words and the 
dark deeds. 

But Iran's foreign policy is hampered by the crisis with the 
United States over the hostages. Once that crisis is resolved, 
and this has always been in Iran's hands, it will find itself far 
better placed to face the new and very real danger, instead of 
continuing to tilt against windmills as it is doing at present. 


Carter’s stand 


on SALT leaves 


grim outlook

WASHINGTON - 

President Jimmy Carter’s decision, in the wake of 
Soviet inteiveatioD in Afghanistan, to abaadoo the 
SALT n trea^ — at least for the time being — 
finaUy scuttles the flapbip of the presidenf s foreign 
policy. 

Since the Senate is in no mood now to even 
consider ratification ttf the treaty, it was a realistic 
move: but it was apparently a diffioilt, almost 
tragic, dedsion for Carter to take, and one that will 
have grave consequences. 

Three months ago the Soviet linion warned 
bluutly that it would go on “a war footing’' if the 
U.S. Senate ^led to rat^ the trea^. The threat 
presum^ly remains valid, altfaou^ the impetus for 
abandoning the treaty now comes from the White 
House rather than Capitol Hill. The Americans 
take the threat seriously, and there is already dis- 
cussion about the ne^ to build up America's 
arsenals to meet the fCremlin’s likely acceleration of 
strategic arms development 

The White House said recently that the failure of 
the aims treaty "could have a serious impact on the 
ddense budget during the coaling de^e" One 
senior White House source said it was quite likely 
Carter's SALT dedsion "could have a budgetary 
impact^' in the next few months. 

America's fiscal 1981 budget, containing as it 
does a modest 3 per cent increase in real defense 
spending, takes effect next October. Present White 
House dun (ring suggests that a 3 per cent increase, 
in the light of £e latest developments, is sinqily not 
going to be enough. 

It looks as though Carter is going to have to give 
up racber more than SALT. According to one 
sdool of eiqicrt thought here, be aiay also be forced 
to abandon his long-standing comnutmeot to nuc- 
lear non-proliferation, for the most nakedly expe- 
dient of reasons. 

The judgment of most American analysts is that 
Rusaa's strategic interests wiD tend now toward 
infStration and destabflizatioa of Pakistan, to tiie 
east and south d Afghanistan. 

The reasons for this, and for the Kremlin's likely 
deddon to leave Iran alone for the moment, are 
many and complicated. There is a keen Soviet 
desire to gain access to the port of Karacfai. to «^di 
the Chinese, thanks to their newly-built 
Kakafcoram Highway have easy access already. 
There is the need to forestall a rapid rise in pro- 
American sentiment in Pakistan, and there is an 
intense Russian need to remain on good terms with 
India. 

Iran, for the time being, offers the Soviet Union 
the dubious dual gift of a lot of oil and a lot of 
trouble. It is true that in the coaiiog decade the 
Soviet Unioa will become a net importer of o9, and 
access to the Gulf mlfields will be of great strategic 
and economic importance. But for now the Kremlia 
is thought to belike that it had best curry favor with 
Iran and then leave it on the shelf for future needs. 

For the moment, Paldstan is the natural target: it 
is weak and unstable, and in the Baluchi'and Patban 
tribal regions dangerously fissiparous. No Kremlin 
strategist could possibly ignore it. 

Carter’s most weighty response to the aids, in 
the view of most andysts here, should be directed 
toward Pakistan.Tbe currently most acceptable 
solution is for the U.S. to resume arms sales to the 
Pakistan ODulitary, even though Congress, with the 
administration's acquiescence, voted last year to 
deny militaxy credits to Pakistan because it was 
assumed to be butily building an atomic bomb. 

To offer Paldstan weafmns would be seen — in 
India, and in certain pohticaUy sensitive oonieis of 
the U.S. — as tadt acceptance of Pakistan's nuclear 
programs. Carter would thus find lumself in tiie 
unenriabie position of having to g^e his blessing to 
a oocorious example of nudear proliferation in a 
part of the world vAere die use of atomic weapons if 
both sides obtain them — seems more likely than 
elsewhere. 

Not only would Outer be regarded as having 
abnndoned another plan in hv foreign roliw he 
would also annoy India beyond reason and drive 
New Delhi fartiier from the paths of non alignmeut 
and deeper into the Soviet oebiL 

Carter and his adrisers are, of course, mulling 
over otiier options. But they are aU, to judge from 
Moscow's amused reaction thus far, more of sym- 
bolic than actual use in hurting Soriet pride. The 
move to boycott the Olympic Games is gaining 
surprisingly wide acceptance. 

The U.S. has impost a partial grain boycott on 
the Soriet Union. In addition, the While House has 
considered and adopted some proposals to harm 
Russian trade indudiog: a withdrawal of shipping 
and docking fadlities; au attenqit to deny Russia 
bank 'audits; a ban on sales of hi^-tednology 
computer equipment and spare parts. A package of 
all measures requiring congressional aj^roval 
be placed on the floor of the House"vety quickly on 
the members" return from recess on Jan. 22" the 
White House said. 

Bur other ideas, sudi as breaking diplomatic ties 
with Afghanistan or placing American ground 
forces inside Pakistan, have been rejected by the 
White House, where memories of Vietnam abemnd.

Afghanistan: The Red Man’s Burden?

The Soviet interveotion in Afghamstan, like that 
in Czedioslovakia in 1968, has shocked Western 
opinion and sD'engthened the hand of anti Soviet 
hawks ihrou^out the world. It has alarmed many 
of the non aliped countries and brought criticism 
even from uidiin die Communist bloc. 

But does it mean a drastic revision, as President 
Carter implies, of Western assumptions about 
Soviet foreign polkqr? Does k mean die end of 
detente and a return by tiie Soviet Union to a more 
ag^esshre Cold War policy? 

The Soviet action in Afghanistan can be seen in a 
variety of wa^. The historically minded may see it 
as a modem version of tbe“Great Game" played by 
Britain and Russia in the nineteenth century for 
control of the land nmte to India and as a resump- 
tion of Russia’s traditional drive toward the warm 
waters of the Gulf and the Indian Ocean. 

But the Russians today already have warships in 
the Indian Ocean and tiie use of fitendly ports, such 
as Aden. 

Moreover, the Great Game has chafed .Its 
dimeotions and character. It now tnvolveka wide' 
gec^lhical complex stretching from the Black Sea 
TO Ae Bay of Bengal. 

Russa, Chiia and America are enmeshed in a 
criss-aoss of alliances and enmities in the subconti- 
nent itself with independent India, Paldstan and 
Ban^adesh . The Great Game today is a globe garoe 
playedfor the allegiance of the Tbiid World lookiiig 
for a place in Ae 20th century. For Afghanistan's 
fate has been determined not simply by Great 
Power rivalry, but by tiie pressures of its own inter- 
aal development. 

The Soviet interveetioa can thus also be seen as a 
short-term attempt TO stabilize a key point in the 
tuibulent arc of their southern frontier, a border 
that marches witii their own Muslim republics. 

But many pe^Ie and most governments is tbe 
West see tbe Soviet action as a revival of die inber- 
entiy predatory nature d foreign polity. They fear 
it means Moscow’s maeased readiness to use milit- 
aiy means — escalating in nature from Angola 
through Ethiopia to Afghanistan — to back up a 
doctrine unrelenting ideological struggle which is 
incoinpatiblc widi Western ideas of detente. . 

in thb context the cnidal date for Afghanisoui 
was not December, 1979, when the Red Army 
intervened. It was ApriL 1978, when tbe twin 
Afghan Conunuoist parties with military help over- 
threw the former Oaoud regime. So when tbe 
Soriet Union interimaed it was to^save" not justa 
neij^bor but a Soda^t neighbor. 

The Soviet logic is as foDows. No state has tbe 
right to interfere in anotiier state's affairs. But when 
a feilow-sodalist state is ^reatened, then "pro- 
letarian ioternatumalisffi" demands that o^er 
socialist states come to the rescue. 

Ever siime tUinishcfaev embarked on "peaceful 
coexistence", tbe Russians have said that this did 
not mean freezing tbe world status quo. Brezhnev 
has said: "We make no secret of the f^ tiiat we see 
detente as the way to create more favorable condi- 
tions for peacefid socialist and Communist con- 
struction." 

This was the implicatioa of tiie 1972 agreement 
between President Nixon and Brezhnev to cooper- 
ate in the preventioo of war. 

But in now laisi ng the level of military interven- 


tion in the ideological smiggie, tbe Russiaas seem 
TO be wanting to have their cake and eat it. 

The typical Soviet offidal wiU smDe pitj^Iy at 
this condusion and say: that is the way history is 
going and tiiere is no way you can stop it. This 
Soviet belief in the Red Man's Burden is as genuine 
as the ethics of Victorian imperialism. 

From a broader perspective, what is damaging 
and saddening about this Soviet doctrine is that it 
tnsktx on ifflpodng a Manichean view of the world 
— Conununism versus capitalism. The Americans 
at the start of tbe Carter administration tried to 
shed tireir Manichean worid view in favour of 
accepting a more complex world. It would be a great 
pity if they should now be scared back into it. 

For ^>art from emergency measures to prevent 
further Afghanistans, the need now is to save what 
remains of common ground in detente and to seek 
an understanding with ±e Soviet Union on the 
limits of peaceful competition in other fields. 

But the Russians must realize that, unless detente 
is consolidated by restraint in "grey areas" like 
Afghanistan, tbe atmospbere of pubJie confidence 
needed for eiqraixling detente wiU evemually be 
decoyed and slide back tp the Cold Wax will accel- 
erate. with disastrous resulls for eve^one. (In cal- 
ling for delay in tbe Seoaie ratificatiDD debate on 
Salt n, Preadent Carter bas made a virtual of 
political necessity). 

What can the West do? It would be wise to leave 
as far as posable tbe initiative in any international 
coodemnaiion and sanctions tbrou^ tiie United 
Nations to the Third World and the non aligned 
movement, especially Afi^anistan’s neighbors. 

A major problem here is tbatlndia, tbe biggest of 
these countries, bas previously played the Afghan 
card against Pakistan. Mrs. Gimdhi may hesitate to 
offend Russia if tbe United States resnmes arms 
supplies to Pakistan. 

If tbe West rushes in now with condemnation and 
calls for new miliiaxy bases and alliances, it risks 
wcakeni^ tbe salutary political impact on the rest 
of tbe Thiri World of Ae Soviet take-over of one of 
its members. There are two kinds of indirect milit- 
ary measures the West might take. One is to streng- 
then support for tire Muslim rebels and oAer (^pos- 
ition groups inside Afghanisian. 

This has probably been happening on a Uinited 
scale for tbe past year via China and Pakistan. But

the Muslim rural rebels are weak and uneoordi- 
oated and the Russians have taken swift measures 
to neutralize tire suspect Af^an Army and Air 
Force. 

A rebellion openly fomented from Pakistan 
(X>uld also lead to a U^ly dangerous situation if 
Russia retaliates across the border and the United 
States finds itself called upon to give mQrtaiy bad:- 
ing to Parian. President Carter has unilaterally 
eoinmitzed tbe UB. to come to Pakistan's a^istance 
under its long-standing but recently moribond 
defense agreement with that oountry. 

But elsewhere UB. support for neighboring 
countries should stop short of demanding bases, 
.which arepoUticafly hazardous for tbe local regimes 
to accept. 

Any new securi^ pact would be best self- 
orgaxuzed by the countries of the region, with 
American aero-naval forces kept weQ in the back- 
ground. 

If odrer Al^anistans are to be prevented, more 
important than more arms is urgent Western atten- 
tion to the economic needs of tbe Third Worid, and 
eqreciaJly those directly affected the Afghan 
oisis. Turkey, for example, with a long frontier with 
Russia, is cx^g out for massive economic help to 
save It from a creeping dvil war and revolutionary 
disintegration, a fate for which tire economic bur- 
den of far too big an army is partly responsible. 

Other more immediate measures suggested to 
demonstrate Western displeasures all have snags, 
but may nevertheless be pursued as polirically 
necessary. A boycott of the Olympic Games, for 
example, might appease popular Western feeling 
but might not find support from a majority of coun- 
tries. 

Stepping er^orts of grain and high technology lo 
the S<^et Union and a suspeorion of pi^tical visits 
and cultural exdianges could be little more than a 
symbolic demoostratioa. Perhaps more impressive 
would be a mass recall of NATO ambassadors from 
Moscow, but it is doubtful if France or West Ger^ 
many would agree. 

Finally, tbe awkward question has to be asked — 
is the main aim of Western policy now to punish 
Russia or to help the Afghan people and the people 
of other countries like M^aoistan which are poor, 
and iookiflg for the way to a better life? (0^^^

the Soviet Union’s reported rein- 
forcement of its position for 
further (jccupation fibred promt- 
jienily in Al Ymn and Al lUyadh. 
Newspapers also gave front page 
treatment to Prime Minister - 
Indira Gandhi's taking the oath of 
office Monday in India. 

In Tuesday's editorials, papers 
generally condemned foreign 
intervention in the internal affairs 
of other councries and said that 
major powers continue to play 
with the interests of peace-loving 
nations. Foreign interventions, 
mainly the recent Soviet military 
action in Afghanistan, necessitate 
that the Islamic world streamline 
its ranks to meet all external dan- 
gers. espe<naHy the Communist 
oQsiau^t. 

In a reference to Interior Nfinis- 
ter Prince Naif s recent press in- 
ference on the Holy Haram inci- 
dent, Al Medina said die minister 


very clearly explained all the facts 
of the incident. The countless 
messages of support that poured 
in to the Coundl of Ministers from 
Saudi Arabians provide ample 
evidence that the whole country 
stood firm behind King Khaled 
when he took action against the 
treacherous gang, said die paper. 
It add^ that this unprecedented 
support was symbolic of the fact 
that the i^ole nation agreed with 
the steps taken in this situation. 

The paper also highlighted 
Prince Naif s affirmation chat both 
the state and die people would 
never tolerate anything aimecl at 
tbe counuys peace and seoirity.

Hiere were two store rooms, one full of what 
looked like animal feed, ±e other empty. Pbe 
animals were moved inside during the cold 
weather. 

TTie stairs, like the rest dL the house, were 
mud. fhey spiralled upwards, their ed ges 
worn and slippery. It was very dark. Ibese 
seemed to be wooden supports in the walls 
and ceilings but it seemed amazing that a 
spiral staircase could be made of mud. 

Fhere were four floors to the bouse, phis 
two flat roof areas at the top.

America feels the pinch

NEW YORK.— America'seconomicoui- 
lOjk for 198U is wretched.

“The ci'immitment of restraint 
wiii ha%‘e to be strong, for there are few 
»hort-ruD benefits, and many costs, in the 
fich: against inflation." 

In .sther words. 1 980 is going to be a bad 
year. 

" The recession will affect ail levels of the 
..‘conoiny," sa\s the bank. Unemployment, 
under 6 per cent for most of 1979, will 
increase to ncorlv 7.5 per cent in 1980. The 
recession is expected to last about three quar- 
ters, with die economy beginning a weak 
recovery to die scctiud half of I9SG." 


Chase Econometric Associates is not 
optimistic. “ Unemployment will increase by 
giant steps to over 8 per cent by next sum- 
mer," says Lawrence Chimerine, its diief 
economist. He also sees a 12 per cent drop in 
pre-tax corporate proGts and no real victory 
over inflation. “Inflation will slow from the 
present 12 per cent pace to about 9 per cent 
next year." 

The UCLA Business Forecast predicts an 
1 1.1 per cent increase in the consumer price 
index in 1 980. It also is offering a particulariy 
bleak unemployment outlook. Joblessness, it 
says, will keep rising throughout the year and 
won't peak until 1981, when it will be peri- 
ously dose to 9 per cent. 

A panel of labor relations experts con- 
vened recently by the Conference Board con- 
cluded that wage gains in the 19S0s will be 
completely erased by continuing high infla- 
tion. In other words, workers will be no better 
off and probably much worse off, regardless 
of how much they make next year . 

Frank Doyle, vice president of the General 
Electric Co., disagrees. “People singly won’t 
stand for it." he sayq. “On the union front, 
increased militancy and willingness to accept 
strife will mandate higher settlements to off- 
set the real earnings loss." 

.Michael Evans, an economist predicts 
Congress will be forced to cu t taxes next year. 

“Once tbe unemployment rate exceeds 7 
per cent in early 1980, Congress will begin 
debating the merits of another tax cut," says 
Evans. “Bui it probably will not pass untfl 
after mid-year and will not go into effect until 
the Stan of fiscal 1981. This tax cut will be 
beneficial to the economy since it will be 
more oriented towards the suf^Iy side than 
previous reductions. However, it will come 
too late to affect the course of the economy in 
1980 and will be too modest to have a major 
effect in increasing savings, investment and 
productivity." 

“Trying to forecast the course of economic 
events during the year 1980 — is an exerdse 
in futility," says Waller Fackler, professor of 
business economics at the University of 
Chicago. " We don't even know where we are 
now. much less where we are going. 
.Moreover, w*e are beset by imponderables, 
which doud our all to feeble foresight.” 

“The economic outlook for the United 
States in 1980 is certainly one of the most 
perplexing on rcoord. " says John Casson, a

Coal, nuclear power seen as 
economical bil alternatives 


WASHINGTON. Jan. 15 (R) — Coal and 
nudear power are the only economically via- 
ble alternatives to dl as sources of energy for 
the rest of this century, a report prepared by 
the United States National Academy of Sd- 
enes said Monday. 

The report, commisrioned by the federal 
Energy Department at a cost of $4 nuUioo 
over four years, said solar energy would 
probably not become a major energy source 
before 2000 because It was too pensive. 

It recommended that the United States 
develop a major synthetic fuels industry, 
expand exploration for new sources of oil and 
gas and increase energy conservation prog- 
rams. 


“Worid sillies of petroleum will be 
severely strmned be^nning in the 1980s, 
owing both to the expectation of peaking in 
world production about a dectule later and to 
•new world demands," the report said. 

“As fluid foels are phased out oi use for 
electridQ' generation, coal and nudear 
power are the only economic alternatives for 
la^e-scale ai^luation in the remainder <k 
this century," it s^ 

“A balauced mix of coal and nudear- 
generated electridty is preferable to the pce- 
dominance of either," the report said. " Affw 
1990, for examftie, coal will be increasingly 
required for the production of syntiietic 
fuels."

Consumption decreases 

West’s oil stockpiles increase 


NEW YORK, Jan. 15 (AP) — A new ces- 
sation of Iran' s oil exports this year probably 
would not cause immedia te major p^oleum 
shortages because world oil sto^iles are at 
sudi high levels and cbosumptioo has been 
slowing, an Exxon Corp. study suggested 
Monday. 

The quarterly study by the world's largest 
oil company also said U.S. oil consumption 
this year and in 1981 is expected to read: the 
peak of 18.8 nuUion 42 galion barrets a day it 
bit in 1970. 

Iranian oil production rirtuaOy stopped for 
nearly seven weeks in late 1978 and eariy 
1979 during the revolutioD against deposed 
Shah Muhammad Reza Pahlavi. Sttiortages 
caused by the loss of Iran’s 5 millioa barrels a 
day output helped cause a doubling of world 
oil prices last year. 

But Exxon and others fn the industry con- 
tend die rising prices have purred conserva- 
tion eSbns, while ti slowing industrialized 
world economy is expected to further trim its 
demand. 

' Because oil inveoiories currently are 
unusually high, "unforeseen siqiply disrup- 
tion^' could have a "less seriou^' effect than 
in 1979, Exxon said. 

Shortages caused by a disruption of three 
mondis or less in Iranian output could be met 
by di(^ing into consuming countries' stock- 


p3es, Exxon suggested, while effects of a 
longer cessation could be eased if "otiier 
OPEC countries maintadned output at cur- 
rent levels.” 

Saadi Arabia, in the wake of the last Ira- 
nian cutoff, boomditsaveiagedaSyproduc- 
tioD by 1 miUicmbanels to 9.5 mOlion banrris. 
Iraq also has been steadily raiang its <tii pior 
duction. . 

According to Exxon, maj<»^ oonsnmi^ 
countries h^ 660 milfion barrels of oil in 
commerdaJ storage tanks last Oct. 1, a 16-or 
17-d^ siqiply that was "about 11- cent 
above die hi^iic average level.’' 

The siqiply was up from die 550-million- 
barrri stockpile of a year earlier and ter 
above die 210 minkm bazrds on hand last 
April 1. / 

Some coQprodactiim tmdjadcsare eaqiected 
foe 1980. Kuwait has' indicated It will reduce 
output from 2 million to 1 million bands a 
day after April I, and Enoo forecast Saudi 
Arabian production telling to. an average of 
8.8 milUon barrels in 1980. 

Overall, Exxon forecasts a 1,5 milUoa.to2 
milUon band drop in dafly 'Orgiuiizatioa of 
Petroleum Eipor^ Countries output to 29 
million barrels this year. Iraa’s pnidacti<Mi is 
esqpccted to total 3 milUoa barrels a' day^ 
about its current levd.

A report of Monday’s U.N. vote was not 
immediately given on Ae Soviet Union's 
main domestic radio network. 

Meanwhile, Ae Soviet national airline 
Aeroflot canceled Tuesday’s scheduled flight 
to Washington, dting a 1^ of p^sengers. 

A spokesman for Ae Soviet Qvil Aviation 
Ministiy, wfaidi oversees Ae airiine, denied 
Ae cancellation was due to refusals by mem- 
bers of Ae American Teamsters* UiAhi to 
' service Aeroflot fiti^ts. Ihe union is protest- 
ing Soviet military mvolvement m Afghanis- 
tan.

He accused Ae Conservative government 
of trying to achieve its original objective of 
installing outgoing Prime Minister Abel 
Muzorewa In power. 

He said for elections to be fair. Britain had 
to be tough to get Ae SouA Afirican troops 
out of Rhodesia and increase Ae Conunon- 
wealA monitoring force so Aat it could take 
over from boA Ae Rbodesian and Patriotic 
Front forces. 

Lord Hatch said the way Ae Brituh gov- 
ernment had handled Ae Rhodesian situa- 
tion bad Ae image of Ae British 

government internao'onaliy. 

He daimed some BritiA and American 
firms were raising money for Muzorewa for 
Ae electi<Kis. Last year. Aey raised about $ 
200.000 for him. he said. 

Meanwhile, a Labor legislator asked Mon- 
day for an emeigen^ House of Commons 
debate on Ae conduct of Lord Soames, Brit- 
ish governor in Rfaodetia. But Ae speaker 
rejected Ae request.

American journalists in Iran 
given until Friday to leave 


TEHRAN, Jan. 15 (AP) — The franian 
government has ordered all American repor- 
ters out of Ae COUDtiy, arrasma Acm 61 
bia^ reporting,;, but says FrenA, British 
and West German journalihs can stay for the 
time being. 

"The foreign (American) journalists have 
been misusing our land cooperation and 
freedom we have given Aem," Iran's ruling 
Revolutionary Cowdl said in a statement 
issued after a three-hour meeting Monday 
ni^it "They have used this against our 
revoiation and we are grang to expel all 
American correspondents effective immedi- 
ately." 

The estimated 100 Americans .were given 
until Friday midnight to obey Ae order. 

The Revolutionary CoundTs spokesman, 
OO Nfinister All Akbar Moinfor, said Ftendi, 
British and West German reporters were

U.S. report doubts atomic blast 
occurred near S. Afiricain Sept. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 15 (AP) — The 
U.S. government will soon release a report 
Aa t will cast doubt on Ae theory that an' 
unknown nation conducted a imcl^ test in 
Ae SouAem Hemisphere last September. 

Informed sources said Mondaty Ae report 
will offer no corroborative evidence to support 
Ae data from a xeoonnaksance: satellite which 
a nudear explorion. 

Moreover, Ae sources said, Ae rqrort wtiU 
offer some altemative explanations for the 
peailiar pulses of l^t Ae satellite picked up 
on Sept. 22. At Ae time, scientists said a 
nudear explosion was the only creAble 
explanation for Ae signals. 

The report was prepared by a j^el of sd- 
entists commissioned by the White House. 

On Sept. 22, a VELA reconnaissance satel- 
lite recorded a double pulse of light in a pat- 
tern always caua^ by a nudear test m Ae 
atmosphere, when Ae fireball flashes, briefly 
disiqipeaTS, Aen flashes again. 

The satellite data could not pinpoint the 
source of Ae-light. It indicated only Aat it 
ocenrred in Ae souAem hemiqihcre, elAer 
in souAem Africa or Ae waters around it.

Arab restaurant 
in Vienna hit by 
two explosions 

VIENNA, Jan. 15 (AP) — A downtown 
Arab restaurant said to be a gaAering place 
for Arab oil officials was destroyed in'a pre- 
dawn bomb attadc Tuesday. Police said two 
explosions occurred at. Ae same time. 

The attack came oiro day before finance 
ministeis -of Ae. Ocganlzation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC) were 
scheduled to meet at OPEC headquarters m 
Vienna. 

One explosive device r^roitedly devas- 
tated Ae bar located in Ae bwment, 
ano Aer bomb planted near Ae entrance des- 
troyed the restaurant premises at street level 
Interior. Minister' Ervrin Lane Ae 
majority ownu of Ae AsmulMn restuaiant 
was an Iraqi national who owns a aniilar 
restuarant in London. 

An nneomfirmed report identified Ae man 
as Havid Bashir, a weal Ay businessman vAo 
bad allegedly received bomb threats in Ae 
past but did not take them seriously. 

As a result of Ae blast several adjeaning 
buildings mid cars parked dose by were also 
damag^. It occurred Aortly before 5 ajn., 
about one hour after Ae restaurant dosed. 

While 'Ae AtaTOfcmi' was said to be a meet- 
ing place for OPEC officials and other Arabs 
livmg in \^enna, Laac aid Ae tuning of Ae 
expl^ons suggested Aey were not directed 
against one person. 

Lane said it was premature to say whether 
Ae attack was politically motivated.
